In 1935 he accopted an appointment to the City of Austin's Board of Bqualisation and remained a member
until his death,

John B, Pearson enjoyed the frisndship mnd vonfidence of all who knew him and was rospected for
higs sincerity, good Judgment, and unselfish devotion to the welfars of the Oity of Austinj therefore,

The Texas Public 8 ervice Company ie hereby put upon notdce that the 0ity of Ayatin does not
guarantes that the space assigned above is clear from .other underground utilities, 't;ut is bm;ed upon
tﬁe beat records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth etated does not have any reference to
the fact that greater depths may not be rogquired at spocial pointss When the Texas Public Service
Company requires deﬂ.nﬁe information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which
to base the location of their assigznuente, they ehall apply to the City Dngineering Department not
less than three (3) days ‘I;ofore such information is required, The Texas Public Service Company is
further put upon notlce that they will be required to bear the expense of ropalrs 0 replacoments
0f any underground utility damsged during the construction of :une.a named in this resolution.
